Washington, Dec. 21— Unemploy ­ 
ment crisis that periodically afflict 
the country are due not so much to 
actual dearths of employ ment as to 
“ the 
inability of American 
work­ 
men to adjust themselves to chang­ 
ing circumstances”, in the opinion 
of Secretary of Labor Davis, 
ex ­ 
pressed in bis annual report to Con­ 
gress. 
American workmen, Davis 
sug­ 
gested, hesitate to take up unfam il­ 
iar lines of work when 
depression 
hits their trades. As a result there 
is constantly a considerable number 
of unemploy ed who are in that po­ 
sition for no other reason than th at 
they will not take other 
kinds of 
work then offered. 
This 
number, 
Davis estimates, at normally one and 
a half million. When strikes o r other 
industrial disturbances hit labor, the 
total unemploy ed swells to the m ag­ 
nitude of a “crisis”. 


The remedy , according to Davis, 
is for every workman to embrace a 
secondary 
employ ment. 
Increased 
appropriations to enable the Federal 
Employ ment Service to carry on an 
educational campaign for “ second­ 
ary occupations” was asked of Con­ 
gress by Davis. 


“I would foe the last one to sug­ 
gest that skilled craftsm en should

Labor Commissioner Davis: Says 
Every American Workman Should 


Have a Secondary Trade 


WOULD PREVENT "CRISIS"

Laboring Men Who Know Only One 


Occupation, Are Frequently 


Thrown Out of Employment 


Washington, Dec. 21—Unemploy- 


ment crisis that periodically afflict- 
the country'are due not so much to 
actual dearths jof employment as to 
"the inability of American work- 
men to adjust themselves to chang- 
ing .circumstances", in' the opinion 
of Secretary of Labor Davis,- ex- 
pressed in his annual report to Con- 
gress. 


American workmen,, Davis 
sug- 


gested, hesitate .to take up unfamil- 
iar lines of work when depression 
hits their trades. As a result there 
is constantly a. considerable number 
of unemployed who are in that po- 
sition for no other reason than that 
they will not take other 
kinds of 


work then offered. 
This 
number, 


Davis estimates, at normally one and 
a half million. When strikes or other 
industrial disturbances hit labor, the 
total unemployed swells to the mag- 
nitude of a "crisis". 


The remedy, according 'to Davis, 


is for every workman to embrace a 
secondary employment. Increased 
appropriations to enable the Federal 
Employment Service to carry on an 
educational campaign for "second- 
ary occupations" was asked of Con- 
gress by Davis. 


"I would Ibe the last one to sug- 


gest that skilled craftsmen should 
undertake to become so-called 'Jacks 
of all Trades', but I would urge up- 
on every idle workman that when 
there is inactivity in his trade,' .he 
use every effort to adapt himself to 
some other line of work," Davis 
wrote. 


"Manifestly the skilled workman 


can, if he will, do work of 
some 


other kind, but my experience is that 
too often when idleness is forced 
upon him he re.iee.ts the thought of 
other employment for one or more of 
several reasons. 
. 
' 


"He may.not be able to secure 


as high wages, in other employment, 
or he may be under the impression, 
that the secondary employment will 
lose him prestige in his primary oc- 
cupation." 


Davis urged:that more attention 


be paid to the Federal employment 
service as a possible solution of the 
unemployment problem. 


"We have two problems to meet", 


Davis wrote, "to prevent the recur- 
rence of the employment depression 
of last year which threw five or six 
million men into idleness .-and to re- 
duce the number of men 
who are 


daily without means of livelihood."

it 


would have its fingers 'at all times 
upon the pulse of the labor supply 
and demand of the country. • The 
past year Ithis service, with its co- 
operating agencies, proved its effect- 
iveness.
